Manitoba will undoubtedly stimulate one of the most aggressive campaigns 
that has been known on the North American continent. Once oil has been 
found there, it seems to me, that British capital will initiate a tremendous! 
campaign to develop resources within thé Empire.” 

It requires no stretch of the imagination to read into these hints the 
thought that such developments would result.in a much-needed impetus to- 
wards prosperity in a section of the Dominion which has suffered much in 
recent years because of its almost sole reliance on a single industry; but 
because of the natural difficulties which the search for: thse minerals en- 
tails in the Western Canadian provinces, there is also the need for caution 
on the part of those who might be encouraged to invest what little money 
they can afford, and perhaps more than they can afford in a hazardous 
enterprise. What is needed is heavy investment of outside capital from 
sources where money is ‘available in large amounts.

News from Alberta's Capi

Into the blue-draped chamber where | 
the feet of many legislators over the 
span. of thirty year8 had worn’ the 


thick red carpet into gray, threadbare _ 


paths, stalked the ghost’ of Social 
Credit. It came under the guise of 
Bill; No. 90, being an act respecting 
the. issuance and use of Alberta so- 
cial credit, but it came without the 
blessing even of its nonchalant spon- 
sor, the Hoa. Solon E. ‘Low, provincial 
treasurer, who disclaimed paternal- 
ism, and it invoked scornful words 
from a large section of the house, rid- 
-icule from His Majesty’s most loyal 
opposition and scathing censure from 
those within government ranks who 
earned the appelation of. insurgents 
because of their militant desire to 
satisfy the electors of Alberta that 
something tangible would be done at 
the current session to initiate eco- 
nomic reforms. . ; 

Far ‘beyond any political attach- 
ments or party loyalties eggpiest 
thought should be given to the situa- 
tion thus mresented. Your corres- 
pondent, alone in the press gallery 
where rosy hopes of other govern- 
ments and legislators have been crys- 
tallized into printed words, millions 
of ‘em, in years gone by, marvels how 
a scene like:that of April 13, near the 
midnight hour, could transpire in a 
British house where wisdom and ser- 
vice always is presumed to-rule. 

You in remote sections of the pro- 
vince, with hopes pinned to the pro- 
mises of a new order, might. well 
pause and ponder over. the spectacle 
that presented itself as a climax to a 
series-of amazing scenes in Alberta's 
assembly chamber since the ses- 
sion opened on February 25. 

Little time need be spent in review- 
ing the social credit. bill as such, 
Daily newsizapers have portrayed a 
complete and impartial sketch of the 
three and a half hour crisis which 
more than one critic designated as 
the death scene of social credit. 

The fact is well ‘known that about 
‘twenty of Mr. Aberhart’s party of 56 
in the house had spent more than four 
arduous weeks, mostly in long night 
hours while cabinet ministers slept, 
striving to draft a workable plan of 
social credit Which might be used. by 
the government in initiating. a plan 
for the province as promised back in 
the memorable days of the 1935 ‘elec- 
tion campaign. These private mem- 
bers flayed bill 90. with unstinted bit- 
terness as an “emasculated, distorted 
and mutilated” version of the mea- 
sure they had conceived and ¢ontrib-' 
uted. All sides retted .it should 
be: the last’ bit of Gedinain brought 
down. by the government in the vir- 
tual twelfth hour of the session, com- 
ing in at 8.30 on the night of the 13th 
for committee consideration, and be- 
ing passed shortly before midnight 
after the premier issued a mandate 
that it must be completed before the 
house rose for adjournment next 
morning. The government had sensed 
coming opposition and it was “high- 
pressured” openly and without shame. 

“The most foolish piece of legisla- 
tion ever proposed in this house; a 
trugic joke,” charged J. J. Bowlen, 
Liberal leader, when it was introduced 
hastily by Mr. Low. 

“Another nail in the coffin of the 
government,” declared D. M. Duggan, 
Conservative leader, “a dismal ad- 
mission of failure to carry out any 
of the many promises made, and clear 
evidence that the government would 
resort to any expediency to hold on 
to office a little longer and fool the 
people.” The insurgents were com- | 
plimented by Mr. Duggan as men 
who sincerely believed social credit | 
might be made to work and that it, 
should be given an honest trial. He 
appealed to the government to be; 
equally hénest and logical, that when 
the. commission of five members had 
‘failed, as the government had. fail- 
ed, to install social credit, then -the 
fact that social credit was. an econo- 
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that faced the province. : 


But from forces back of treasury |. 


row. came the most vitriolic arraign- 


ment of the bill and government poli- 


cies. So-bitter was the attack that 
treasurer Low’ tragically exclaimed at 
one juncture’ that he was ‘not the 


\father of ‘the. bill” and that he ‘was 


merely the unwilling . instrument

to the house. Premier Aberhart. fin- 
ally confessed_that he had depended 
upon the provincial treasurer to sub- 
mit the measure because he-“realized 
he did not have the: confidence of: all, 
the members of the garty.” Other- 


_wise he remained silent during the 


entire discussion. Hon. Dr. Cross 
charged insurgents” with having 
drafted a bill, forced it upon the gov- 
ernment, then turned upon it with an 
attempt to wreck the government if 
it failed. In a startling burst of feel- 


ing he asserted the cabinet would be |* | 


justified in having nothing more to} 
do with the introduction of social 
eredit in Alberta. > 

Dr. H. K. Brown, Pembina, charged 
that private members had been forced 
to take action at the outset of the 
session. when they found the govern- 
ment had nothing to offer in the way 
of .a definite plan for social credit, 
and that the so-called scheme of Dr. 
Cross was) an afterthought which 
would have turned all powers over to 
the cabinet instead of the legislature. 
The committee bill had proposed a 
temporary board of members to. ini- 
tiate the plan and select a three or 
five man commission of experts to be 
above political interference. . Instead 
a board of five members would be per- 
manent and as W. E. Gain, Little 
Bow, expressed it, “these members 
would dominate the commission and in 
turn be dominated by the premier 
and cabinet.” Another case of starts, 
stops and reverses, claimed A. V. 
Bourcier, Lac Ste Anne, “the bill will 


start social credit, the board stop it,|_ 


and the cabinet will reverse.” G.-L. 
MacLachlan, Coronation, chairman of 
the government board of five, came in 
for severe stricture because he had} 
at first been chairman of the “‘com- 
mittee of ten” which drafted the in- 
surgent bill.
